ment, was tried by a jury of his countrymen. 
And he has been sentenced to hard labor in the 
State prison during the term of his natura! 

‘The same spirit which animated Judge 
Durfee when he pronounced that sentence 
would have consigned Mr. Dorr to the tortures 
of hell during his eternal life, but there is limit 
to Judge Durfee’s power, and vengeance could 
go no farther.

I] recollect that, when a lad, | was crossing 
the East River from New York to Brooklyn, on 
a very foggy day, ina small ferry boat.

A strong laboring man engaged in hard 
work will require food oftener and in larger 
quantities than an indolent and sedentary man. 

As a general rule, about five hotrs should 


}elapse between one meal and another ; longer |

very active. 

_ When dinner is delayed seven or eight hours 
after breakfast, some slight refresament should 
be taken between. 

Young persons when growing fast, require 
more food, and at shorter intervils, than those 
do who have atiained maturity. 

Children under seven years cf age, usually 
need fcod nearly every three hors ; a piece of 
bread will be a wholesome lunch, and a child 
seldom eats bread to excess. 

During the first months of infency there can 
be no set times of giving nourshmert. The 
best rule is to satisfy the rea’ wants of the 
child but never tempt it to take food to still its 
crying for pain when it is not hungry. 

Those persons who eat a !ute supper should 
not take breakfast till one or two hours after 
tising. Those who dine late and eat nothing 
afterwards, require breakfast soon after rising. 

Persons of a delicate constitution should 
never exercise before brenkfast. 

If exposure of anv kind is to be incurred in 
the morning, breakfast should always be taken 
previously. ‘The system is more susceptible 


(of infection and of the influence of cold, mias- 


mi, ete, in the morniag before eating than at 
any other time. 

Those who walk early will find a great ben- 
efit from taking a cracker or some little nour- 
ishment before going out, 


Never go into a room of a morning, where a 
person is sick with a fever, befor you have ta- 


ken nourishment of some kind, a cup of coffee, 
at least. 


In setting out early to travel, a light break- 


shewld always be taken, it 
is a great protection against cold, fatigue and 
exhaustion. 

In boarding schools for the young and grow- 
ing, early breakfast is an indispensable condi- 
tion to health. Children should not te kept 
without food in the morning till they are faint 
and weary. 

Never eat a hearty supper just before retiring 
to rest. 

It is injurious to eat when greatly heated, or 
fatigued. It would very much conduce to the 
health of laboring men if they could rest fifteen 
or twenty minutes before dinner.

Vessels built in the United States,and wholly 
owned by citizens thereof; vessel3 captuted in 
war by such citizens, and condemned as prize ;

The laws relating to the registry of vessels, 
the transfer of vessels by bill of sale, the en- 
rolling and licensing of vessels for the coast- 
ing trade and fisheries, and the bounties paya- 
ble to vessels employed in the cod-fishery, are 
of immense importance to those engaged in 
mercantile pursuits, but they are to be found 
only by an examination of the numerous stat- 
ute laws of the United States, or in the volum- 
inous digests of the same. The following 
summary of these laws has been prepared with 
care, and will, we believe, prove useful to those 
to whom the statute regulations are peculiarly 
applicable, especially to those members of the 
profession more particularly engaged in mer- 
cantile law; and the suggestions made in rela- 
tion to some alterations of the laws may, we 
venture to hope, receive attention from those 
whose duty it is to legislate on this subject. 


and of the place to which she belongs, shall be | 
|painted on her stern, of a black ground, with 
| white letters of not less than three inches in 
‘length. The certificate of the master carpen- 
|ter, under whose direction the vessel is built, | 
must be produced prior to registry ; which cer- | 
Uficate is sufficient to remove a new vessel from 
‘one district to another inthe same or an ad- 
joining state, where the owner actually resides, 
‘provided it be with ballast only. 

In order to the registry of a vessel, the own- 

er, or one of the owners, must make oath to 
the property of the vessel, her name, burthen, 
time when, and place where, she was built; 
and that there is no foreigner interested, di- 
rectly or indirectly, in such vessel, or in the 
profits thereof ; and that the master is a citizen 
of the United States. The oath required to be 
taken by the owner, respects only the legal, 
“ownership of the property; and does not re- 
quire a disclosure of any equitable interests 
vested in citizens of the United States, but only 
a denial that any subject or citizen of any for-| 
|eign prince or state is directly or indirectly in- 
‘terested in the ship, or in the profits thereof. 
An agent or attorney may make oath, as agent, 
in cast of registry, where the olvner is fifty | 
miles distant from the district to which, by vir-| 
ue of purchase, the vessel should belong. 

Steamboats may be registered or licensed in 
ithe name of the president or secretary of an in- 

corporated company, without designating the 
‘names of the persons composing the company ; 
but no part of such vessel can be owned by any 
foreigner. Vessels employed wholly in the) 
whale fishery, owned by an incorporated com: | 
pany, may be registered as above, so long as 
they shall be wholly employed therein. 

The issuing of certificates of record applies 
only to such vessels as are entitled to them by 
the twentieth section of the act of December 
(31, 1792; that is to say, to vessels built either 


'by or for foreigners in the United States, and 
| does not extend to vessels, which, having been | 


registered, are sold to a foreigner. 

| Any vessel entitled to registry, being ina 
port othet than the one to which the owner!

ilently or knowingly used, for any vessel not| 
then actually entitled to the benefits thereof, | 
she, with her tackle, etc. shall be forfeited to! 
the United States. An enrolled or licensed | 
vessel about to proceed ona foreign voyage, | 
must surrender her enrolment and license, and | 
be duly registered, or she. together with the’ 
goods imported therein, will be liable to seiz- | 
ure and forfeiture. In case of the loss of a| 
register, the master of the vessel may make 


oath to the fact, and obtain a new one. 


OF THE TRANSFER OF VESSELS. 

When any registered vessel shall], in whole 
or in part, be transferred to a citizen, or altered 
in form or burthen, by being lengthened or| 
built upon, or from one denomination to ano- 
ther by the mode of rigging, she shall be reg- 
istered anew, or cease to be deemed a vessel of 
the United States. And in every such case of | 
transfer, there shall be some instrument in the 
nature of a bill of sale, which shall recite at 
length such certificate, otherwise such vessel | 
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shall not be so registered anew. And if a ves- 
‘sel shall not be so registered, she shall not be 
‘entitled tothe privileges of a vessel of the 
| United States. 

If a registered vessel be sold in part to resi- 
| dent citizens of the United States, While at sea, 
| without a bill of sale reciting the register, and 
without being then registered anew, she is hot 
| liable with her cargo for higher duties than are 
payable by vessels of the United States. The 


‘registry acts have not changtd the common 


' only take from any ship not transferred accord- 
| ing to those acts, the character of an American 
| ship, and deem them alién or foreign ships. 
By the general maritime law, a bill of sale is 
necessary to pass the title of a ship. 
accurate recital of the certificate of registry in 
| the bill of sale, does not avoid the sale, but the 
vessel is thereby deprived of her American 
privileges. If a sea vessel be assigned to a for- 
leigner,the effect is the same; butif ftbea 
‘coaster, the sale is not thereby invalidated, but 
the vessel is subject to forfeiture. A regular 
bill of sale of a vessel at sea, will transfer the 
property. And,in general, where there can be 
né manual delivery, there should be a delivery 
of something as an tndictum of token. A bill 
of sale is the proper title to which the maritime 
courts look—it is the universal instrument of 
transfer of vessels; it is made absolutely ne- 
cessary by statute. 
ENROLLED VESSELS. 

Enrolled vessels are those over twenly lons 
burthen, employed in the coasting trade and 
fisheries; and are licensed annwally for the em- 
ployment or business authorised by the tenor 
of the license. Vessels enrolled and licensed, 
bound on a foreign voyage, may be registered ; 
and enrolled vessels; being in a port other than 
the one to which she belongs, on thé expiration 
of the license, may obtuin temporary registry. 
Vessels under twenty tons burthen may be li- 
censed for ihe coasting trade or fisheries. A 
vessel licensed for any employment, may su:- 
rehderit atabyitime within the petiod for 
which it was issued. When the master of an 
enrolled vessel is changed, an endorsement 
must be made of the new appointment, or the 
vessel will be liable for the payment of the fees 
of a registered vessel. 

Alf licenses must be rehewed within three 
days after the expiration thereof, if the vessel 
be within the district to which she belongs ; if 
on a voyage at the time of expiration, within 
three days alter her first arrival; if sold, in 
whole, or in part, the license is vacated. Should 
a license be lost or destroyed; a new one may 
be obtained, on the oath of the master to the 
loss, etc. Ona transfer of an enrolled vessel, 


a new enrolment musi be obtained, the requis- 


ites for obtaining which are similar to those for 
registered vessels. 
COASTING TRADP. 
The United States is divided into thfee great 
districts; the first, between the eastern limits 
of the United States and the southern limits of 


| Georgia ; the second, to include all districts, 


etc. between the river Perdido aiid the western 
limits of the United States; and the zAird, all 
the ports, etc. between the southern limits of 
Georgia and the river Perdido. 

Every vessel destined from a district in one 


'State to a district in the same, or an adjoining 


siate, with foreign merchandise in packages as 
imported, the value of which exceeds folir hun- 
dred dollars, or with foreign goods in original 
packages or otherwise, the aggregate value of 
which exceeds eight hundred dollars, mat 6b- 
tain a clearance. On the arrival of every such 
vessel at the port of destination, the master 
must enter the vessel and obtain a permit to 
unladeé His cargo. 


Vessels sailing with a consting licetise, las 
den with goods wholly of the ftoduce or man-' 


ufacture of the United States, are not required 
to clear, if bound from one to another port 
within either of the three great districts. 

All r&gistered vessels engaged in the coast- 
irig trade, are required to clear in going from 
one district to any othe Gistrict, and also upon 
her arrival in the other district, to enter, under 
similar regulations to those vessels under a li- 
cense. 

VESSELS ENDAGED IN THE FISHERIES. 


The cod fishery and mackerel fishery are 
each a trade or employment, within the true 


intent and meaning of the act of 1793, sec. 32. | 
| Since the act of 1828, ch. 109, the mackerel | 
fishery cannot be lawfully carried on under a, 


license for the cod fishery. 


The thirty-second section of the act of Feb- |

ruary 18, 1793, forfeits a vessel 
the fisheries, if engaged in a business, of what- 
ever nature, and with whatever object, which 
is not expressly authorised by the tenor of the 
license. But vessels licensed for the mackerel 
fishery are not liable to the forfeiture imposed

But the owner 
of such vessel may not receive the bounty al- 
lowed to vessels in the cod-fishery. A vessel 
to be entitled to the bounty must be actually 
employed, at sea, in the cod fisheries, a certain 
specified time, and must dry cure the fish 
caught.

Fishing vessels wrecked may obtain the 
‘bounty. in certain cases, by the act of 1824, ch. 
152. Fishing vessels may obtain a license to 
touch and trade at a foreign port, under the act 
‘of February 18, 1793. But the mere proceed- 
ing to a foreign port, if within the customary 
range of a fishing voyage, is not proceeding on 
a foreign voyage, wilhin the meaning of the 
act. Vessels licenséd to touch and trade ata 
foreign port, must report and enter, on arrival 
| under similar regulations to those of tegistered 
‘vessels engaged in foreign trade. The boun- 
ities granted by la\v, are paid on such vessels 
only, the officers and three fourths of the crew 
of which, shall be proved citizens of the United 
States. 


The laws relating to the enrolling and licen- 
sing of vessels, as well as those relating to the 
registering and recording of them, require, that 
wheit a te3sel is sold and transferred, in whole 
or in part, her papers Shall be given up to be 
cancelled, and that she shall be papered anew : 
that when a vessel employed in the coasting

or fishérie’, atcordirg to the form now in use 
for vessels bound Gc a foreign voyage. The 
several parts or proportions owned by each in- 
dividual, ought also to be expressed in the reg- 
gister; and when a partial transfer of property 
is made, it should b& etidttstd off tHe r&gistef 
and the recotd ; and whét there is an hypoihe- 
cation, by bottomry of otherwise, it should be 
_recordéd, to be valid; and thus make the regs 
ister the real evidence of ownership. Actord- 
ing to the present system, volumes 6f ftecotds 
ate required td be kept; at #feat labor and ex- 
pense, in consequence of the frequent partial 
changes of property in vessels, and their chan- 
ges of employment.

Copies of all registers and enrolments issued 
|by the existing laws, must be transmitted to 
\the register of the treasury, and a duplicate of 
‘each made for the records of the custori-House. 
Consequently, when a vessel is tezistered, en- 
rolled, and licensed, atid again registered, as 
often happens within a year triplicate copies at 
each change are feiidered ecessary. By thé 
mode suggested, the labor at the custom-houses 
_would be greatly reduced; the records would 
at al! times show the real, Jona_ fide ownership 
of vessels; and the mercantile community 
would be relieved of the onerous requirements 
imposed by every partial transfer of their prop- 
erty in vessels; and also those incidétit to theif 
frequent chatiges of employment. 

When the laws were in force impdsing di= 
|ties on tonnage of vessels from foreign ports; 
land oa vessels going from district to district; 
under a register, and on the renewal of every 
license, the present system was necessary, td 
collect the revenue thus accruing; but the act 
of May 31, 1830, repeals the toiinage duties on 
all American vessels, of which the officers and 
two thirds of the cretwware citizens of the 
United States ; therefore, the ftegistering and 
licensing acts so complicated and burthensome 
in theif requirements, should be. altered or 
aménded, to meet the present exigencies of 
commetce.

A ROBBER’S STRATAGEM.

SETTLING UP ACCOUNTS. 

The first of January is the time for settling 
No man should neglect to settle 
his accouats with every one at this season. 
One year is long enough for accounts to run 
without settlement, and by adjasting them at 
the commencement of a new year, instead of 
letting them run on, a great deal of trouble will 
often be saved. 

When accounts remain for a long time, 
some things may be neglected or forgotten, or 
indistinctly remembered by one of the parties, 
while the other has the thing full in his view, 
and is confident that he is correct; so that itis 
impossible to come to a settlement that will! be 
satisfactory to both parties. The consequence 
is hard feelings between friends and neighbors, 
and oftec between men who with short ac- 
counts would find it advantageous te continue 
their trade with each other. 

Besides these reasons for settling accounts, 
every man should look around himself and see 
how he stands. See whether he is pursuing 
any business which is unprofitable and requires 
improvement in its management, or shauld be 
abandoned as not susceptible of any change for 
the better. Persons in trade should see whe- 
ther they are making too much profit and get- 
ting rich too fast. If this be the ease the reme- 
dy is easy; sell lower; customers will not 
complain, and though ojhers in the same busi- 
ness turn against you, all good people in the 
community will be on your side.

Inthe month of April, sonk the balls for 
several ‘hours in water, then squeeze them, to 
separate the seed from the pulp ; when washed 
and dried, they are fit for sowing in rows, in a 
bed well prepared in the garden; they will 
sprout in a fortnight; they must be attended to 
like other vegetables. ‘When about two inch- 
es high, they may be thinned and transplated 
into rows. As they increase in size they 
should be hilled. In the autumn they will be 
of the size of a walnut, and from that to a pea. 
In the following spring, they should be planted 
in hills, placing the large ones together—they 
will in the second season attain their full size, 
and will exhibit several varieties of form, and 
may ther be selected to suit the judgment of 
the cultivator. The first crops from seeds thus 
obtained, will be very productive, and will con- 
tinue so for many years, gradually deteriera- 
ting, until they will again needa renewal by 
the same process. — America a Farmer.

The whole process 
is this; A lot of caule are purchased end 
butchered, the hides cured, and the carcasses 
cut up and thrown into immense cauldrons, 
into which the steam froma large boiler is 
conducted, by which means the fat is rapidly 
extracted, and drawn off; then the lean is dealt 
out toa lot of hogs, which toa considerable 
extent, are fattened on this refuse of the car- 
casses of the cattle. The hogs are served the 
same way,and after the lard is extracted the 
carcasses are used for the same purposes of 
those of the cattle. This project, though yet 
an experiment, promises success. One thous- 
and hogs are expecied to be kept in this way. 
Cattle in abundance, fattened on the prairies, 
may be had for five to ten dollars each.
